The general commanding the dis- 
trict was waiting on the platform to 
greet Thorel, a young infantryman on 
the hospital train from the trenches 
He looked such a boy, this young 
wounded infantryman, as he was car- 
ried from the train, but he smiled

Thorel is one of the youngest herves 
of the war, It was near Ypres that 
his regiment was ordered to retake 
the ground that the French had lost a 
little while before.

Surgery is Aided by Phone 


Discovery That Simplifies Work of 
Doctors in the War Zone 

Tue use of the telephone as an aid 
to surgery by communicating to the 
operator the noise of contact of knife, 
forceps or probe with foreign bodies 
imbedded in jhe flesh has been discov- 
ered and perfected by Sir James Mac- 
kenzie Davidson, who says his method 
Will do much t> si..plify military 3ur- 
gery. 

The X-ray, says Sir Jam:s, has 
serious limitations, It shows the 
presence of the foreign body, but gives 
no idea of the depth this body has 
penetrated cr of its relation to the 
parts among which it has_ lodged. 
Surgeons often fail to find the object 
seen in silhouette on the flourescent 
screen, 

It ig not necessary to have a man 
full of shrapnel brought from the 
trenches to lemonstrate the use of 
the telephcne in surgery, as a potaca

| geon uses a double pair of .cceivers, 
| such as worn by wireless operators.

In a 
real operation this foil is held in place 
on the patient's skin by plaster or 
bandage.

The life of a country editor is cer: | 
tainly not an enviable one. He gets 
the little end of the stick every 
turn, In the first place he turns out 
work for churches, schools and chari- 
table institutions at a reduced price, 
He puts notices in the paper of all 
kinds of entertainments that are com- 
ing, free of charge, those giving the 
entertainment failing to even extend | 
the complimentary | 
ticket. When a country editor bucks 
up against inumerable unfair inci- 
dences, in which he is the victim, it 
iakes a surprising amount of self con- 
trol to refrain from yielding to temp- 
tation and printing a few of his in- 
most thoughts and telling everybody 
to go to— Instead, he published ar- 
ticles boosting the town and district 
and telling the public of the advan- 
tages to be derived from trading with 
the local business men, (whether they 
advertise or not), instead of with the 
mail order houses, for all of which he 
receives nothing. In return for this 
the most he expects is the patronage 
of his paper and his job plant by the 
local people.

GERMANS HAVE PREPARED TRIPLE 
LINE OF DEFENCE IN BELGIUM 


PREPARED TO MAKE A DETERMINED RESISTANCE| 


Have Employed Six Thousand Skilled Engineers and an Army of 


Laborers to Construct Defen 


ces, which will Enable them 


to make Three Successive Stands 


The correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph, writing from the 
Dutch frontier, describes Germany's 
triple line of defences’ in Belgium, 
where she will be able to make three 
successive stands against tho offensive 
of the Allies. The writer has inspect- 
ed many works of defense, which the 
authorities cannot hide, The work 
carried on at all fortified towns is 
well known as to its general points, 
and information gathered from all 
sources and sifted with care, the writ- 
er says, points to the following plan 
of campaign: 

“It is held, once a resolute offen- 
sive is offered by the Allies both on \ 
land and sea, that the Germans will 
speedily be obliged to evacuate West 
Fianders.

_Zeppelins Not Dangerous 


Are Comparatively Cheap in Construc- 
tion, But Most Expensive to 
Run 

It seems now to be a long way back 
to August 4, 1913, when the World was 
startled by the news that Count Zep- 
pelin’ airship, Zeppelin 1V., had smasih- 
ed all world's records for dirigibles. 
She had sailed triumphantly from 
Frederichshafen to Mayence, and then 
by Bale, Strassburg and Mannheim to 
Stuttgart. 

Nngland was face to face with the 
fact that the Germans possessed an 
aerial cruiser capable of dropping 
bombs -on London, and then return- 
ing to Germany, and then return- 
to earth. And there were then no 
aeroplanes capable, as now, of per- 
forming similiar feats. 

The Fatherland went Zeppelin mad, 
and when, a little later, Zeppelin IV. | 
came to grief, a national subscription 
of $1,500,000 was raised to replace 
and to build more like her, Ger- 
many, if one can believe what he 
hears, still pins her fait’ to Zeppe- 
lifis and still hopes to use them ef- 
fectively against the British fleet. 

One of the great arguments in 
favor of Zeppelins is their cheapness 
as compared with warships. So far as 
construction goes, this is true. 

The newest of these huge airships, 
which are about the same length as 
a first class batteship, can be con- 
structed for about $1,000,000, Thus, 
nine .can be built for the . money 
spent on one .readnought. : 

But if a Zeppelin is cheap to con- 
struct, she ig anything but cheap to 
run. First of,all, she must be filled 
with gas. The gas used is not com- 
mon coal gas, but pure hydrogen, 
which is made at a factory and 
transported in cylinders under pres- 
sure, 

The original Zeppelin 1V. required 
no less than 17,000 cubic metres of | 
gas for each filling and this opera-} 
tion alone meant an outlay of $2,500. 

No fabric has yet been vented | 
which is absolutely gas tight, and 
the valuable gas is constantly leak- 
ing away. A filling lasts for a tew 
days only, and for perfect efficiency 
it is necessary to feed a Zeppelin 
with gas every day. : 

Then as to fuel, A large 40-horse 
motorcar Will run about fifteeh miles 
to the gallon of gasoline. A Zep- 
pelin will not travel much more than 
one mile to the gallon.

Will Endeavor to Make the German 
Retirement General One When it 
Commences 
Hilaire Belloc, writing in Land and 
Water, of the battle before Soissons, 
points out that there ts a remarkable 
similarity between what happened 
there and at Steinbach in Alsace. The 
colonel points out that a strong 
French offensive was ordered with no 
more than the troops-who had been on 
the spot against a particular section of 
the long German line; that it suc- 
céeded ‘and after a delay of 48 hours 
at Soissons and nearly of four days 
at Seinbach a very large German rein- 
forcement arrived and reversed* the 
French attack, The German counter 
offensive, owever, spent itself and 

could go no further. 

The first conclusion drawn from the 
parallel is thus stated: . 

“The Germans never knowing quite 
where the French are going to attack 
are in great peril at having their line 
ovoken wherever an attack on a con- 
siderable scale is delivered. They will 
not risk men, as yet, at any rate, in 
trying to recover the initiative for 
themselves and in being the first to 
attack. They are thus compelled to 
wait for the French initiative. They 
meet it, wherever a strong attack is 
delivered, by hurrinyg up mer from 
elsewhere and the men so hurried up, 
though coming in great numbers, jo 
little more than hold their own.” 

A further conclusion is that the 
Germans draw me# from other pa:ts 
of their line and not from large avail- 
able reserves of new formations. 
Mr. Belloc contends that the facts d-.s- 
closed show that the enemy is put 
nt it by the actual thinness of his 

ne. 

He continues: “The\ problem of the 
allies in the west is not the problem 
of gradually pushing back an oppos- 
ing force under pressure to shorten 
lines which are already as stretched 
as they can be, consistently with be- 
ing held at all, and when the compul- 
sion for shortening these lives shall 
arrive it cannot take the form of 
gradual retirements from one line of 
trenches to another close behind it. 
It can only take the form of whole- 
vile retirement, either evacuating 
Northern France and half of Belgium 
or evacuating Alsace,” 

Mr. Belloc also analyses the Ger- 
man report of the Soissons battle and 
claims that the statement that more 
than 5,000 Frenchmen were killed, 
and more than 5,000 taken prisoners 
is nonsense, 


Canada Getting Big Orders 


Contracts For at Least $50,000,000 in 
War Supplies Received 
Already 
How Canadiar. industries are bene- 
fitted by the war is seen by the latest 
government estimates, which indicute 
that 3,000 factories are busy with or- 
ders which total at least $50,000,000. 
The prospects are also that the de- 
mands for war material will be great- 
ly incerased in the future and there 
are indications that France and Rus- 
sia will purchase more heavily in 

Canada in the future, 

The war supplies for which con- 
tracts have been let in the Dominion 
cover a large range of articles. They 
include rifles, bayonets, uniforms, 
boots, saddles, truc}: wagons, ammuni- 
tion, tents, blankets, and many other 
materials necessary to equip an army, 
Great orders of shrapnel shells have 
also been received by a number of 
leading Canadian firms, and one esti- 
mate indicates that already 100,000 a 
day are being manufactured in ~ the 
Dominion with the prospects for an 
increased output ip the future. 

“he soldiers’ pay is anoiler big 
item in the war expenditure, for which 
the Canadian government will have to 
provide large sums. Tu defray this 
expense and the otherg involved as a 
result of the struggle it 
that the militia appropriations cover: 
ing a period of from April 1 to Janu- 
ary 1, of next year, will require $100,- 
000,000, Should the conflict last two 
years it is believed that the Dominion 
will have expended the sum of $240,-

The two coun- 
tries must act with a common aim 
and with the hope of establishing new 
conditions in Europe. 

“I don’t look for the breakup of the 
German empire unless it comes from 
internal revolution, but We shall have 
a right to remove the conditions which 
endanger peace. For instance, Prus- 
sia should not be permitted in future 
to exercise a preponderating influence 
In the councils of Germany because 
as things are, Prugsia is the menace. 
The franchise in Prussia should be 
made the same ag in other parts of 
Germany. Prussia should be rendered 
impotent in a military sense, and its 
artificial majority in the Bundesrath 
removed so that parliament may have 
the deciding voice in the affairs of the 
nation, 

“Then we must have a reduction iv 
armaments. | don't see the millenium 
in sight yet, but the production o: 
arms could be concrolled by an inter , 
hational commission on which the 
belligerents and neutrals 
would be represented. This commis- 
sion would have its agents in every 
country to see that the manufacture 
of arms was reduced to th: scale im- 
posed on all nations. Limitation of 
armaments can ba accomplished only 
by international agreement, and it 
would be necegsary to have an inter- 
national force to see that those agree- 
ments were observed.” 

My informant, who hag had excel- 
lent opportunities of forming a con. 
sidered opinion, added that the grav 
ity of the situation and the prodigious 
nature of the struggle ahead were not 
under-estimated in France, which, he 
said, was resolute in pursuing the war 
to the bitter end. 

“There will be no lessening of ef- 
forts,” he said, “when the Germans 
are driven out of France. France re- 
gards the struggle as a war of civiliza- 
tion, and is prepared to act up to the 
spirit of Premier Viviani'’s recent de- 
claration, France was never so for: 
tunate in the absence of ambitious 
nen searching after self-glorifications, 
There is more unity of national senti- 
ment than in England, and a supreme 
desire to subdue an element which 
would tend to weaken France inter 
nally.”

Japanese Foreign Legion Would Help 
to Crush Germans 

The Japanese foreign legion, now 
being raised voluntarily in Japan to 
reinforce France on the firing line, 
will be very welcome. For the _ first 
time officialdom acknowledges this, 

It is admitted that the raising of a 
volunteer force of Japs to tender their 
services as La Payette did in the 
American revoluntionary war, will 
solve a knotty problem. Official par- 
ticipation by the regular Japanese 
army, under their regular officers and 
in every way on the same basis as the 
British, French and Belgians, ri 
silt in“a serious complication, They 
might have to be paid and Japan 
would be in a position to claim much 
of the eredit for vietory should her 
sons aid in the final crushing of the 
German empire, 

But with the foreign Jegion comiag 
at least one objection would be solved, 
These men are reported to be pickod 
veterans of the Russo-Japanese war, 
hey are to be equipped us few Jap- 
(nese troops ever have been. It is 
rumored that at their head will 
come ont of Japan's greatest military 
geniuses, a man whose name will 
mean much to the allies. 

Not only will the foreign legion 
fight on French soil, but i: is expected 
the Japanese army will eventually en- 
ter the war in the west, as an active 
ally of Russia and Britain, There is 
said to be a growing sentiment ‘n 
Britain to ask Japan to take over the 
protection of Egypt and India, thus re- 
leasing for active service against Ger- 
many the many British regiments now 
held idle in these two countries, Rus- 
sia is said to have suggested that she 
would welcome an alliance of which 
would permit the Japs to take a posi- 
tion with the Russians on the firing 
line in Bast Prussia, in Gelicia and 
elsewhere along the miles of batt'o- 
front extending across the contineut 
of Europe, 

Britain and Russia could easily pay 
Japan for inis work. In case of yie- 
tory—and every expert here agrees 
that Japan can clinch the victory— 
that nation would ¢.c1 her share of the 
compensations, In discussing — this, 
Lucien Millevoye of La Patrie, after 
declaring that the subject of Japan's 
help must not be considersd a con- 
fession of weakness, says: 

“France, alert and ready, with the 
sword of victory already in her hand, 
implores no one’s aid. She merely 
says to a strong friend, ‘If you wish 
a part of the glory, take it!”
